raise it to $2,000 
A compromise will have 
to be shaped by House- 
Senate conferees. 
They have always taken 
the 
view 
that 
Social 
Security 
is 
primarily 
designed to help the elderly 
who 
have 
no 
other 
earnings—not 
those 
who 
work beyond age 65 
The proposal would add 
$1.7 billion to the cost of the 
Social Security program. 
Opponents 
argue 
that 
money could be better spent 
in raising benefit levels for 
those who must subsist on 
their Social Security checks. 
But proponents argue that 
people 
who 
pay 
Social 
Security taxes are entitled 
to a pension at age 65 even if 
they continue working 
Another provision in the

Pledges more money to cities 


WASHINGTON (UPI »-Calling the 1972 
election "a referendum on the future of 
American 
cities," 
Sen.

McGovern today pledged more money and 
more cooperation to U.S. mayors "to put 
our cities back together ’’ 
McGovern blamed continuation of the 
war in Vietnam, defense spending, and 
President Nixon’s "special tax favors for 
the wealthy’’ for draining off federal funds 
needed to make real progress against 
urban decline. 
The Democratic presidential candidate, 
pausing in Washington between campaign 
tours, met with Mayors Kenneth A Gibson 
of Newark, John V Lindsay of New York 
and Roman S. Gribbs of Detroit to set up an 
Urban Affairs Policy Panel and a Mayors 
for McGovern campaign committee 
McGovern 
planned 
to 
go 
to 
his 
Chesapeake Bay summer home later for 
two days of rest and planning before 


returning to the trail Saturday with visits 
to Baltimore, Atlantic City, N.J., and New 
York City. 
In 
a 
statement 
prepared 
for the 
announcement of the two new groups. 
McGovern said "Nowhere is the need to 
bring America home again more apparent 
than in our cities." 
What is draining our urban centers of 
money and blighting our metropolitan 
areas is the unending, senseless war in 
Vietnam, the ceaseless escalating defense 
spending; the terrible toll of inflation, an 
inequitable 
tax 
system, 
and 
the 
unconscionable Nixon-Agnew policy of 
deliberately putting people out of work as a 
tool against inflation," he said 
We won t be able to put our cities back 
together until we turn federal revenues 
away from the war and away from special 
tax favors for the wealthy to the needs of 
our cities." McGovern said 


Nixon: 


Chances of ending war better 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) -The chances for 
ending the war in Vietnam are better now 
than ever before, President Nixon said 
Wednesday He also spoke for the first 
time about ending all military assistance 
to South Vietnam. 
Nixon spoke shortly after talking by 
telephone with his chief negotiator. Henry 
A. Kissinger, who had just returned to 
Washington from two days of talks in Paris 
with North Vietnamese diplomats. 
He scheduled a meeting with Kissinger 
in Washington tonight on his return from 
the West Coast 
The 
President 
has 
made 
similar 
assessments in the past of chances for an 
end to the war, and the White House 
cautioned 
against 
speculation 
that 
Kissinger’s journey meant a breakthrough 
is imminent. 
But the President appeared optimistic 
about the general climate for negotiations 


Nixon made his remarks before a black- 
tie crowd of 1.750 who paid $1,000 each to 
dine with him That appearance, plus one 
at a fund-raising dinner in New York the 
night before which was beamed via closed 
circuit 
television 
to 27 other cities 
throughout the country , added $10 million 
to his campaign treasury’

Kleindienst 
said 
the 
supply of narcotics on the 
street began to dry up in 
eastern cities, particularly 
New York and Washington, 
last November "as could be 
fairly well measured by the 
well known yardstick of 
supply and demand 
"The price of heroin on 
the street went up and the 


quality 
or 
purity 
went 
down." 
Since then, the attorney 
general 
told the annual 
youth 
banquet 
of 
the 
Pasadena Junior Chamber 
of Commerce, the drug 
drought has become worse, 
and 
spread 
to 
Boston. 
Baltimore and Detroit. 
"It has not yet reached 
California, and in fact we 
have 
information 
that 
eastern 
narcotics buyers 
have come into this state to 
obtain heroin for their own 
markets, he said 
“ I can assure vou that we 


are 
doing 
everything 
possible to see that the 
shortage spreads across this 
country to California, and 
that it becomes not just a 
shortage but an absolute 
famine. 
"Certainly we would be 
among the first to state that 
the war against narcotics 
has not been won and is not 


yet close to being won But 
it is no longer possible to 


say 
that 
we can’t 
get 
anywhere 
with 
narcotics 


enforcement, and the voices 
in favor of legalizing heroin 


are not heard as frequently 
or as effectively."

DEAR POLLY—Mrs W. К wanted to remove a ir p la n e 
glue from a wool blouse and, as I have done various tvpes 
of cleaning, except for clothes, do believe that a 
thin­ 
ner" would dissolve the glue and not harm the wool 
I 
have used it to "cut” many things and have never had 
it dam age cloth. I would advise her to try the thinner 
on wool before she proceeds to use it on her blouse. A i r ­ 
plane glue dries so hard that it will require more than a 
drop of anything and a lot of patience 
It the thinner 
is used, remove it just as soon as the glue is dissolved 
If water will not harm the fabric it is good for such r e ­ 
moval. I do hope this helps —BILL 


DEAR MRS. W. K. and other readers—The ( onsumer 
Ser\iee of the l .S. Dept, of Agriculture recommends 
acetone for the removal of airplane glue. Do remember 
it is FLAMMABLE and POISON. Any such strong solvent 
must be first tried on similar material or a spot on the 
garment that does not show. Mrs. W. K. said her blouse 
was wool but there are many synthetic fabrics that ace­ 
tone must never be used on. If the fabric is friendly to 
it. sponge spot with the acetone, let it dissolve the glue 
and. if the material will wash, wash in warm suds and 
rinse. ALWAYS test first.—POLL^

The gun-blast that shattered the midnight stillness on 
June 14 1949. and sent Eddie Waitkus crashing against 
the wall of a room in Chicago’s Edgewater Beach Hotel,

I admired him Put I was not alone I found out after 
that June 14th night that a Chicago teen-ager named 
Ruth Stem ha gen also was fond of him. but in a totally 
different wa\ She must have been in some of (he crowds 
that I was in that waited an hour after games in the cool 
tombs under the Wnglev Field stands and cheered as the 
players emerged all hair-slicked and deifie 
As time went on I just became nuttier and nuttier 
about the gu\ 
Bull) Steinhagen told the felony court. 
and I knew I would never get to know him in a normal 
way. so I kept thinking I will never get him and if I 
can’t have him nobody else can And then I decided I 
would kill him I didn't know how or when, but I knew 
I would kill him 
Ruth Steinhagen. later adjudged a schizophrenic, got a 
room at the Fdgewater Beach Hotel when the Phillies 
were in town and staying there She sent a message to 
Waitkus She urged him to come to her room She said 
she had some

1 don’t remember what I did or even what I thought 
when I found out about the shooting But I know I have 
never forgotten it The bullet ripped a hole through my 
idea that sports were not a part of the real world, that 
thev were impregnable to the madness around us Al­ 
though Waitkus lived through the shooting, I was learn­ 
ing of the mortality of men. which included athletes 


The shooting ot Waitkus was also the beginning of a 
lifetime of suffering the horrible hollowness of senseless 
violence and tragedy The murders of the Kennedys and 
of Martin Luttier King, the sniper Whitman, the malevo­ 
lent Mattson, the unspeakable slaughter in Vietnam, and. 
now. the murder of the 11 Israelis at the Olympics, which 
I covered 


Meanwhile, there is the glorification of violence in 
some of our sports Some say it just mirrors our times 
A day hardly passes, we feel, without some new threat 
to the ordered peace that makes life bearable.” wrote

A flu-like disease with the 
tongue twisitng name of 
coccidioidomycosis 
— 
better known to Central 
Californians 
as 
Valley 
Fever — was the subject of 
a public health warning 
today. 
Dr. Frederick B Hodges, 
director 
of 
the 
State 
Department 
of 
Public 
Health, said the danger 
posed 
by 
coccidioido­ 
mycosis at archaeological 
diggings sites throughout 
the Central Valley (from 
the Mojave Desert in the 
south to Red Bluff in the 
north) 
is 
being 
re­ 
emphasized to California’s 
colleges and universities. 
He said the Department 
recently issued a statement 
on the disease problem — 
and recommendations for 
preventing it — to about 350 
California community and 
four-year 
colleges, 
both 
public and 
private. 
The 
recommendations also were 
sent to the Department of 
Education for distribution 
to pre-college public school 
systems 
which 
might 
conduct field work in areas 
where 
Valley 
Fever 
is 
known to be prevalent In 
November 1970, Dr Hodges 
said, the department wrote 
to 
anthropology 
depart­ 
ments 
of 
California 
colleges, 
suggesting 
that 
susceptible 
students 
and 
faculty be advised of the 
danger from digging for 
ancient artifacts in dusty 
soil potentially contamin­ 
ated with Coccidoidesim- 
mitis, 
the fungus which 
causes 
pulmonary 
symptoms similar to those 
of viral influenza 
He 
pointed 
out 
that 
millions 
of 
Californians 
living in the Central Valley 
eventually develop infection 
and a lifelong immunity 
from 
this 
soil 
fungus. 
However, when groups of 
persons 
from areas 
not 


contaminated by "Cocci' 
go into places to excavate 
where the fungus is present, 
a high infection and illness 
rate can result from even 
brief exposure 
Since 1970, Dr. Hodges 
said, illness rates among

Japan dream s big 


for Chinese trade

Prime Minister Kakuei, 
Tanaka’s historic trip to 
China is aimed at turning 
that dream into reality. 
“ Trade

$5.05 billion by 1977,“ says a 
forecast issued by Mitsui 
Bussan, 
one

Japan’s

trading companies. By 1982,

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Finds large Nixon electoral lead

WASHINGTON - (NEA) 
— NEA’s first nationwide 
survey on the prospective 
electoral count for the 1972 
presidential election shows 
President 
Nixon presently 
holding 462 votes to Sen 
George McGovern’s 27, with 
49 in the doubtful list. It 
takes 270 to elect. 
The survey, conducted by 
telephone and sampling the 
judgments of political ex­ 
perts within the many states, 
is the first of three this year. 
The last of the series will 
come late in the campaign 
This first check gives Nix­ 
on nine of the 10 most popu­ 
lous states, with only heavily 
Democratic 
Massachusetts 
in McGovern’s column. In 
the 1968 election, Nixon split 
the 
10 evenly with 
Sen 
Hubert Humphrey. 
Nixon here is given all 11 
of the Old South states. Their 
total of 130 electoral votes is 
just five short of half of the 
270 needed for victory. The 
McGovern forces b e l i e v e 
they have a strong shot at 
the 26 in Texas, but observ­ 
ers in the state continue to 
question 
t h a t 
judgment. 
Also, Arkansas has never 
gone Republican in modern 
times, but it is clearly tipped 
toward Nixon at this stage. 
The President likewise is 
awarded all eight Mountain 
states, four of the five in the 
Plains tier and four of the 
five on the Pacific rim. 
California, with its prize of 


45 votes, is considered a pos­ 
sible pickup for McGovern. 
He has strong cadres of dedi­ 
cated workers there. It is a 
volatile state, and it went 
only narrowly for Nixon in 
1968 But it is widely agreed 
he is leading there today. 
Oregon 
and 
Washington 
often ahe mentioned as Mc­ 
Govern prospects, but NEA’s 
check did not produce sup­ 
porting 
evidence. 
Hawaii, 
with just four votes, is sup­ 
posed to be his. but reports 
from the state say Demo­ 
crats are so badlv divided it 
must at least be rated doubt­ 
ful today. 
McGovern people t h i n k 
they 
might 
get 
Nevada 
(three votes) in the Moun­ 
tain group, yet word from 
there is that the senator’s 
proposed defense cuts, plus 
GOP claims that he would 
slash atomic energy outlays, 
are hurting him badly. 


Nowhere among the east­ 
ern 
and 
midwestern 
big 
states 
(excepting 
always 
Massachusetts) is McGovern 
ahead today. New York (41), 
Pennsylvania (27) and Michi­ 
gan (21) have to be judged 
salvageable, 
since 
Hum­ 
phrey won them all in 1968 
Right now, however, New 
York is bad news for Mc­ 
Govern, with even parts of 
New York City described as 
"murderous” for him. The 
busing issue and a possible 
rightward shift make Michi­ 
gan better Nixon territory 
than four years ago. Demo­ 
crats in Pennsylvania are 


organizing well but McGov­ 
ern needs a spark to make 
crucial gains. 
New Jersey is strongly 
Nixon t oday . Maryland, 
which went for Humphrey, 
is the President’s now. with 
Democrats saying the Mc­ 
Govern campaign is in awful 
shape. 
In New England, frequent­ 
ly Democratic Connecticut is 
borderline, with a good 
chance McGovern may get 
it. His Rhode Island situation 
is so bad no one in either 
party quite believes it. It is 
classed as doubtful because 
its basic Democratic bent is 
so strong 
Appraisers in Illinois (26 
votes) give Nixon roughly a 
25-point edge and think it 
may be widening. They find 
the ethnic groups, mostly 
Catholic, markedly alienat­ 
ed from McGovern. One ob­ 
server sees Nixon a ‘‘real 
solid winner” in Illinois. He 
leads also in Ohio (25) today, 
but there the combined labor- 
Democratic organization ef­ 
fort is coming together and 
could 
give the 
President 
trouble. He won Ohio narrow­ 
ly in 1968 


Wisconsin and Minnesota 
often are claimed for Mc­ 
Govern. but my i n s t a t e 
sources say he is seriously 
overrated in Wisconsin and, 
though improving, is still too 
far behind in Minnesota to 
be gi ven that state now. 
Missouri is another rising 
McGovern prospect, but he 
doesn’t have it yet.

NICOSIA. Cyprus—(N EAI 
—There are not too many 
areas of agreement between 
the Greeks and Turks of Cy­

now 
Negotiations between 
the two camps in one coun­ 
try are in their fourth year 
without any accord in sight 
But when it comes to pro­ 
tecting their farm animals 
from disease.

(UNDP) are teamed with 
seven counterpart officers 
selected by the Cyprus gov­ 
ernment, four Greek Cypri­ 
ots and three Turkish Cypri­ 
ots. 
‘‘T h e r e is no friction.” 
says Dr Niels Gotzsche. a 
D a n i s h veterinarian who 
serves as project manager 


“ They are lirst of all vel- 
ermanans. 1 don't believe 
t h e y even think of them­ 
selves as Greeks ‘or Turks 
while they are on the job ” 


Their effectiveness as a 
team has fed the U.NDP to 
extend the two-year, $1 mil­ 
lion project for another three 
years at an additional cost 
of $.38.5.000 .An P\A() evalua­ 
tion mission recently report­ 
ed that the project promises 
effective future control of in­ 
ternal parasitic disease, one 
of the major causes of ani­ 
mal losses on the island, par­

inefficient the mail service is. One 
can hear just about anything when it 
com es to the Post Office Service 
That is. anything except praise 
I suppose that there is ample 
provocation 
for 
som e 
of 
the 
remarks 
1 have received mail as 
much as two weeks after it was 
mailed from a town only a couple of 
hundred m iles distant. And I’m sure 
all of you have experienc*ed not 
receiving a letter when som eone has 
told you he mailed it to you. 
Now, one of the 
t h i n g s 
I 
c a n ’t 
believe is any stor>' 
w h i c h 
u n d u l y 
criticizes our loc'al 
postal em ployees. I 
have bt*en going to 
the post office daily 
for 
several 
years 
now, and I’ve never 
experienced 
anything 
but 
the 
best 
of 
courteous 
service 
I’ll admit that som etim es there are 
pieces of mail in the com pany’s box 
which shouldn’t be there, but I can 
overlook a mis-sort or two I’ll also 
admit that there are many mornings 
when, along with others, I have 
waited in the lobby for mail to be 
sorted And 1 have joim»d with the 
crowd in expressing my displeasure 
at the slowness of those b€*hind the 
boxes doing the sorting. 
Most of the tim e when this has 
happi*ned it hasn’t bi*en the fault of 
those in our local office. They have 
no control 
over 
when 
the mail 
arrives here from other points. They 
know when it’s supposed to arrive, 
but when I t is late, it’s just as late 
for them as for you and me. 
1 have found that our local people 
really strive to give good service. 
They might not be the fastest people 
around som etim es, but they are 
courteous. And that goes for all of 
them. I have rarely met one of our 
loc*al postal em ployees who didn’t 
have a cheery greeting for me 


The real problems with the postal 
service are elsew here 
.And there 
are som e problems. 


When

IS without seasoned, experienced 
supervisors to keep the mail moving

So. in the next few weeks, when 
the postal service begins its “ Mail 
ea rly !”
